THE MIKftDO 

The origin of “ The Mikado ” Is wrapped in mystery. It is said that 
the idea came to W. S. Gilbert as he sat alone in his study gazing at a sword 
of Japanese origin. His thoughts flashed to scenes of Oriental dances, 
comedy and intrigue. It was only a short time afterwards that the text 
of “The Mikado” appeared with Arthur Sullivan’s music following soon 
afterwards. 

“ The Mikado ” had its premiere at the Savoy Theatre in London on the 
evening of March 14th, 1885. Musical history was made. Gilbert and 
Sullivan were received with thunderous applause when they appeared 
publicly at the end of the performance. 

With the passing of the years songs from “The Mikado” have become 
more deeply entrenched in the hearts and minds of the English-speaking 
world. Tradition, the author’s crackling wit, and romance have been re¬ 
sponsible for its outstanding success. 

The scope of “The Mikado” does not end with stage performances; the 
work has been filmed. Nevertheless for those who thrill to the glow of 
footlights in a darkened hall, the D’Oyly Carte stage production remains, 
perhaps, the most entertaining of all.

DATE — 

TIME—Early Afternoon. 

Nanki-Poo, son of the Mikado, in the disguise of a minstrel, comes to the 
town of Titipu in search of Yum-Yum, ward of Ko-Ko, Lord High Executioner 
of Titipu. Yum-Yum has been promised in marriage to her guardian, Ko-Ko. 
Nanki-Poo declares his love for Yum-Yum and in order to be able to marry 
her, he offers to be beheaded in a month’s time in accordance with the 
Mikado’s desire to see an execution in Titipu.

TIME — The Next Morning. 

Yum-Yum prepares for her wedding, but Ko-Ko tells her, and Nanki-Poo, 
that she will have to be buried alive as I he widow of a deceased husband. 
He thinks of a plan to make out a false ailidavit to say that Nanki-Poo has 
been beheaded. The Mikado’s retinue approaches and the Emperor’s first 
wish is to hear a description of the death of Nanki-Poo. Ko-Ko’s vivid im¬ 
agination comes to the rescue and he tells a tale of Nanki-Poo’s death. The 
Mikado tells the gathering that his own son has been beheaded and the 
executioners will be boiled in oil. Ko-Ko finds Nanki-Poo and Yum-Yum, 
who have just been married, and the situation is cleared up, but not before 
Ko-Ko has been forced to marry Katisha, an elderly lady who loved Nanki- 
Poo. The Mikado pronounces his blessing and all live happily ever after.
